Depletion of the nation's forest resources has now reached 


forty per cent of the virgin timber, while virgin timber lands 
have decreased from 822,000,000 acres to 138,000,000 acres, 
an even larger proportionate decrease. 


The Department of Agriculture, which makes the figures 


known, lays some of the blame for this depleted acreage ori 
farmers who could reap good profits by the production of 


• marketable timber on unused lands, but who do not do so. No 


matter how rapidly the public forestry policy is advanced, the 
department adds it is up to private interests to become increas- 
ingly active in restocking. 


It is no more logical, however, to place responsibility for 


. depleted forest resources on the individual than it is to blame 


• 
the individual because the army or the navy is not up to par. It 


1 clearl ya policy in which the government must take the ini- 
; tiative. If the government does not,-individuals can hardly be 
- blamed for taking a similar attitude, no matter how regrettable

The vast tract will be perpetually planted in cereals to feed 


hundreds of millions of ducks every winter, and will to a large 


• extent offset the loss of 77,000,000 acres of feeding lands 


which have been deprived ducks due to land reclaiming. This 
.has caused wild ducks to concentrate in large numbers on the 
few remaining lakes and marshes where they soon exhaust 
their food before the opening, of spring and fall into an ema- 
ciated condition. 


It is becoming increasingly clear that civilization, pursuing 


its present courshe is making for the extermination of vast 
numbers of animals and migratory birds, and possible extinc- 
tion. Such memorials as that given by Mrs. Rogers in memory 
of her intrepid brother are of a kind which benefit the whole
